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NSULL MUST G0: 
GREEK TRIBUNAL 
REJECTS APPEAL 


Chicago Fugitive’s Case In- 
volves Foreign Policy, So 
Sojourn in Country Is 
Governmental Matter. 


HIS POLICE PERMIT 
EXPIRES ON JAN. 31 


Not Many Places He Can 
Go to and Be Safe From 
Extradition—Rumor Says 
He May Try Persia.

ATHENS, Jan. 24.—The State 
Council, highest court in Greece, 
announced its decision today on the 
appeal of Samuel Insull, Sr., fugi- 
tive former utilities magnate of 
Chicago, from the Government's 
order to leave the country on or 
before his visitor’s permit expires 
Jan. 31. The council ruled that In- 
sull must go. 

The announcement freely trans- 
lated reads: 

“The State Council rejects the 
appeal of Samuel Insull against the 
decision of the Minister of the In- 
terior and orders Insull to pay the 
costs of these proceedings. 

‘Inasmuch as the granting or re- 
fusal to foreigners of sojourn in 
Greece by the Minister of the In- 
terior is assured by law No. 4310, 


it is an administrative measure 
which the Council is not competent 
to handle. 


“The Minister of the Interior un- 
der the law, has complete right to 
refuse or grant a stay to any for- 
eigner in Greece, 

“In the present case, the ground 
of the Minister’s refusal apparent- 
ly was a desire to maintain the ex- 
isting good relations between the 
United States and Greece. 

“Hence the case is a governmen- 
tal matter, not coming under the 
jurisdiction of the Council of 
State.” 

Insull appealed after the Minis- 
ter of the Interior refused to 
tend hig residence permit and so 
enable him to continue evading ex- 
tradition to the United States. 

Twice before, Greek courts had 
held in Insull’s favor in™~ cases 
through which the United States 
sought to have Greece deliver him 
as a prisoner to its agents to be 
returned to Chicago to face 
charges of larceny, embezzlement 
and violation of bankruptcy laws. 

During the various court ac- 
tions Insull has been living in a 
richly furnished hotel suite under 
care of doctors who have said and 
continued to say he was very ill of 
heart disease. Yesterday the sec- 
retary of the Minister of the In- 
terior said this illness, if serious 
enough, might serve to postpone 
Insull’s expulsion, but that any de- 
lay on this ground would be only 
temporary. One authority was 
quoted as saying Insull would be 
expelled even if he had to be car- 
ried out of Greece on a stretcher. 

There are very few places that 
Insull can go to and be safe from 
American demands for extradition. 
There have been many rumors of 
his intentions, the latest and most 
general one being that he will go 
to Persia,

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25,000 DEAD IN ONE DISTRICT 
IN EARTHQUAKE IN INDIA 


Rajah of Monghyr Reports on Heavy Loss 
Caused in His Territory by Jan. 15 
Disaster. 


By the Associated Press. 

CALCUTTA, Jan. 24.—The Rajah 
of Monghyr said today that 25,000 
persons were killed in Monghyr dis- 
trict alone in the earthquake which 
shook all of India on Jan. 15. 

It will be weeks, he added, before 
all bodies can be removed from the 
ruins, He predicted two genera- 
tions would pass before the devas- 
tated areas could be rehabilitated. 

(The district of Monghyr is in 
Northeastern India in the Bhagal- 
pur division of Bihar and Orissa. 
It has an area of 3927 square miles 
and is divided by the River 
Ganges.) P 

An engineer was quoted as hav- 
ing declared after a survey that the 
names of both Monghyr and Muzaf- 
farpur might as well be erased 
from the map. 

Authorities generally appear anx- 


ious to conceal the true proportions 
of the disaster, but nothing can 
hide the fact that it is India’s worst 
calamity in generations. Thousands 
who escaped with their lives have 
been utterly ruined—their homes 
destroyed and lands damaged. 

The general administration in 
Bihar province is at a standstill, 
due to damage to Government 
buildings. Damage is estimated in 
one town alone at $1,250,000. 

Bihar now is a province of tents, 
with thousands of homes demol- 
ished. Relief measures, however, 
are reported to be adequate. The 
public has responded generously to 
calls for help. 

In Nepal province fwo daughters 
of the sovereign and a granddaugh- 
ter of the Prime Minister were 
killed, it was reported, when a part 
of the palace collapsed. 


RUGK ISLAND 10 TAKE 
NEW ROUTE INTO GITY 


Passenger Trains to Use Ter- 
minal Railroad Instead of 
Wabash Tracks. 


Rock Island Railroad passenger 
trains will quit using the Wabash 
Railway tracks east of De Baliviere 
avenue and will enter and leave the 
city over the Terminal Railroad 
North Side line, under an Inter- 


state Commerce Commission order 
announced at Washington today. 
The order, sought by the Rock 
Island last October, will be effec- 
tive Feb. 15. Officers of the road 
plan to make the change as soon 
after that date as possible. The 
Rock Island joins the Terminal 
near Lackland Station, south of 
Page avenue and west of Woodson 
road, St. Louis County. This line 
of the Terminal] traverses the city 
north of Natural Bridge avenue and 
along the river front. Through 
«trains of the Rock Island 


have been routed into the city over 


the Terminal for years. 
Move to Reduce Expense. 

Rock Island passenger trains now 
follow that road’s own track from 
Lackland through Olivette, Clayton 
and University City to De Baliviere. 
Between De Baliviere and Grand 
boulevard, where both roads enter 
the Terminal yards, the Rock Island 
rents the Wabash tracks. A princi- 
pal reason for abandonment of this 
route is the desire of the Rock 
Island trustees to reduce the ex- 
pense of entering St. Louis. 

The Rock Island pays the Wabash 
$30,000 a year. plus a share of the 
maintenance expense amounting to 
about $3000 annually. It expects 
the charge for use of the Terminai 
route will be considerably less. The 
Rock Island is one of the proprie- 
tary lines of the Terminal Associa- 
tion, which charges menibers on a 
users basis. 

Local freight service is given on 
the Rock Island between Lackland 
and De Baliviere. Directors of the 
road have given blanket authority 
to apply for abandonment of this 
track, if desired, but the applica- 
tion has not been filed. A study is 
being made by Rock Island execu- 
tives to determine the need for 


in, 


this freight service. They say com- 
paratively little freight is carried 
there, and they are inclined to 
think abandonment will be pro- 
posed. 

Washington University receives 
coal for its power house over this 
track. A university representative 
has told city officials it would pre- 
fer establishment of a street where 
the track is. 

Pian for Boulevard. 

The St. Louis County Plan Asso- 
ciation has considered a plan to 
convert the Rock Island roadbed 
into a boulevard between De Bali- 
viere and Page avenue. University 
City is especially interested in this 
for a needed traffic outlet and has 
had a CWA crew surveying the 
right-of-way. The administration 
of that suburb is pushing the plan. 

President Brown of the Board of 
Public Service will discuss the plan 
with University City officials. He 
said abandonment ofthe Reck Is- 
land track would decrease cost of 
the proposed viaduct over the 
Wabash at De Baliviere. Rock Is- 
land officers say they would sell 
the right-of-way to which they hold 
title. Part of the right-of-way 
would revert to abutting land own- 
ers.

ENDS GANGSTER RULE 
IN NEW YORK PRISON 


Commissioner Attacked by 
Convicts Fires Warden and 
Puts Deputy Under Arrest. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 24—A shower 
of missiles from cell tiers and jeers 
from prisoners in Welfare Island 
Penitentiary greeted Austen H. Mac- 
Cormick, new Commissioner of Cor- 
rections, on his first inspection of 
“the worst prison in the world” 
today. 

MacCormick, former United 
States Prison Bureau official and 
regarded as one of the best versed 
penal and prison experts in the 
country, personally uncovered nar- 
cotics, knives and razors and evi- 
dences of favoritism and “gangster 
rule.” 

Commissioner MacCormick 
promptly relieved Warden Joseph 
A. McCann of his duties, and placed 
under “military arrest” Daniel Fee- 
han, Deputy Warden. MacCormic) 
said he was convinced thé pemmer 
tiary had virtually been adminis- 
tered by a conclave of prisoners. 

Trouble appeared to be impend- 
ing when MacCormick and-.a small 
detail of police began a search of 
the cell blocks in the “flats,” or 
central corridor of the main wing, 
which houses prisoners ranging 
from gangsters and killers to nar- 
cotic addicts. 

As the party progressed down the 
corridor, missiles were thrown by 
howling prisoners. Bits of metal 
and personal belongings of the 
prisoners narrowly missed the com- 
missioner, and a milk bottle broke 
on the floor beside him. The rest 
of the inspection was made under 
the overhanging tier walks. 

The capacity of the famous pris- 
on is 1368 prisoners, but it houses 
1658 at’ present. 

On his inspection of the prison 
hospitals, Commissioner MacCor- 
mick subjected all inmates to im- 
mediate medical examination. As a 
result, 44 of the 50 prisoners in the 
administration hospital were re- 
turned at once to their cells, and 
20 of the 42 prisoners in the dor- 
mitory hospital treated similarly.

‘‘Three - Fingered — Jack” 
White Found Dead After 
Neighbors Hear Shots, 
See Two Men Flee. 


ROOM IN DISORDER 
INDICATING FIGHT 


Ex-Convict Attempted to 
Put Levy on Every 
Truck in City — Tried 
Twice for Murder.

CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—William 

(Three-Fingered Jack) White, 44- 
year-old ex-convict, killer and labor 
racket terrorist, was killed in a 
suburban Oak Park apartment last 
night. 
His body, partly unclothed, was 
found after tenants of the build- 
ing heard a series of rapid shots 
and saw two men flee from the 
building, jump into a waiting auto- 
mobile and drive away. 

That the gangster had put up a 
struggle was evidenced by the over- 
turned furniture in the living room 
in which the body was found. 

Two glass bookcase doors were 
smashed and from bottles . and 
glasses found on the premises it 
was evident that White and his 
visitors had been drinking before 
he was shot. 

Early today two women, one of 
whom identified herself to police as 
White’s wife, and a man were taken 
into custody when they drove up 
to the apartment in an automobile. 
All denied knowing anything of the 
killing until informed by the crowd 
that had gathered in front of the 
building. 

White’s Other Name. 

Mrs. White explained the name 
“H. J. Cerny,” under which the 
apartment was leased, when she 
told the police that it was the name 


" 
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White used. She 
me. was Nancy,. and that until 
mar @ulast fall she had been 

a cabaret entertainer. 

The others gave their names as 
Miss Dinah Anderson, 29, of Sterl- 
ing, Ill., who said she had been vis- 
iting the Whites, and James Kel- 
ley, 28, a brother of the widow. 
Kelley said he was an unemployed 
stage dancer and comedian and had 
been living with his sister and her 
husband recently. 

White’s record with the police de- 
partment started in 1919 when he 
was sentenced to the Joliet prison 
and served a four-year term as a 
robber. In 1925 White was accused 
of the killing of Policeman, Edward 
Pflaume of River Forest. He was 
also arrested, but never brought to 
trial, for participation in the $80,000 
robbery of the International Har- 
vester Co. 

Twice Convicted of Murder. 

The State twice convicted White 
of the murder of the policeman, but 
each time the [Illinois Supreme 
Court reversed the decision, and 
finally when he was brought to trial 
for the third time the charges were 
nolle prossed when the prosecution 
admitted it had no new evidence. 

After the departure of Al Capone 
to Atlanta Federal penitentiary to 
serve a term for income tax evasion 
police said White and Murray Hum- 
phreys, who then became “Public 
Enemy” No. 1, joined company and 
formed “The Trucking and Trans- 
portation Exchange.” 

The purpose of the “T-N-T,”.as 
the exchange was called, the au- 
thorities said, was to obtain a hold 
on all the city’s trucking business 
by charging a levy on every truck 
of freight moved over Chicago’s 
streets. 

Little had been heard of White 
lately and although he was known 
to have many enemies, police were 
at a loss to attribute a direct mo- 
¢ive for the killing. He was on the 
first list of Chicago public enemies.

Attorney Says Client ‘Will 
Take His Medicine’ if 
Substantiated Charges 
Are Brought. 


A deficit of $351,318, with only 
negligible assets, is all that is left 
of the 50-year-old South Side real 
estate and insurance concerns head- 
ed by Raymond J. Tombridge, who 
is prepared to plead guilty to any 
substantiated criminal charges 
that may be brought by the Circuit 
Attorney’s office. 

Involved in the collapse of the 


Tombridge Agency and its defunct 
subsidiary, the Helena Realty Co., 
organized to finance the two-story 
building at 3318 Meramec § street, 
where the agency has a small of- 
fice, are about 350 clients, some of 
whom have lost their life savings. 

Many of them, men and women, 
the majority dressed shabbily, at- 
last night, received with tearsand 
ironic exclamations the information 
that losses of the Tombridge Agen- 
cy alone totaled $211,425. 

Holders of more than $40,000 in 
mortgage bonds of the Helena Co. 
will meet next week, confronted by 
an appraisal that places the value 
of the property today at only $20,- 
000—contrasted with an $80,000 val- 
uation on the books of the com- 
pany. 

Ready to Plead Guilty. 

The upshot of the meeting was, 
that what remains of the affairs 
of the agency were turned over to 
the Rengel Weber Realty Co., 3539 
South Grand boulevard, which will 
endeavor to collect accounts listed 
on the books as totaling $15,000 
but regarded by the creditors’ com- 
mittee as largely uncollectible. 

Rodowe H. Abeken, attorney for 
both Tombridge and the creditors, 
said today creditors would “be 
lucky to collect $1000 of the $15,- 
000.” 

“In his zeal to protect his clients 
and stabilize his business Tom- 
bridge undoubtedly committed in- 
discretions,” Abeken said, “and is 
prepared to plead guilty and take 
his medicine.” 

Tombridge, who is at liberty 
under $5000 bond, returnable Jan. 
30 in Judge Dickmann’s division of 
the Court of Criminal Correction, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter prior 
to his surrender to police Monday 
he was penniless. 

Creditors’ Experience. 

Participants at last night’s meet- 
ing included holders of mortgages 
on his residence at 825 Wilmington 
avenue as well as many who had 
given him deeds of trust to sell, 
with nothing to show for it now 
but receipts. 

George Mueller, 5301 Itaska 
street, who said he lost $3000, told 
of a deed of trust which was sold 
three times, with the clients hold- 
ing only receipts. Two of those 
who bought it gathered about 
Mueller and exhibited their receipts 
but nobody knew where the deed 
was now. 

Similar stories were told by oth- 
ers while the terse figures of the 
auditor’s report ‘exemplified the ex- 
amples previously printed in the 
Post-Dispatch of property encum- 
bered in many instances by mort- 
gages involving more than twice 
its value. The total difference be-

PARIS, Jan. 24.—Fighting broke 
out in -the halls of the Palace of 
Justice today when Royalists, car- 
rying their week-long demonstra- 
tions indoors, invaded the famous 
courthouse shouting “down with the 
Chautemps government!”

Five thousand Communists fought 
the police on the Boulevard Mont- 
parnasse and eight manifestants 
were taken to hospitals. 

Royalist elements laid waste 
streets in the aristocratic Faubourg 
St. Germaine district and extended 
their operations to the Latin quar- 
ter. On the Boulevard St. Michael 
rioters demolished news and flor- 
ists’ stands, drenched them with 
gasoline and set them afire.

T0 RUSSIAN GOLD 


Bars on Imports of Lumber, 
Pulpwood and Matches 
Also Lifted.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Secre- 
tary .Morgenthau today opened 
Federal mints to Soviet Russian 
gold. It was one of three import- 
ant orders affecting trade with 
newly recognized Russia. The other 
two lifted prohibition against 
Russian lumber and pulp wood be- 
cause of convict labor production 
and against Russian matches be- 
cause of dumping. 

Regarding gold, Morgenthau said: 

“A letter to the director of the 
mint rescinds instructions con- 
tained in Treasury Department let- 
ters of Nov. 26 and Dec. 23, 1920, 
and advises the director of the 
mint that gold of Soviet origin may 
now be received by the mints upon 
the same basis as gold received 
from other nations.” 

The order lifting the convict la- 
bor bar on lumber and pulp wood 
produced in certain areas in Euro- 
pean Russia left open the right 
“without prejudice to the presenta- 
tion of evidence by any and all 
parties who may be interested, or 
to the department’s liberty upon its 
own motion to re-examine the facts 
by the use of representatives of the 
Government soon to be available in 
Russia.

Barkley Defends Measure; 
Fletcher Declares Expert 
Testimony Conflicts and 
Senators Must Make Up 
Own Minds. 


BORAH CALLS FOR

Administration Has No Ob- 
jection to Time Limit in 
Legislation but Opposes 
Board to Handle Stabiliz- 


ing Fund.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Speak- 
ing in opposition to the adminigs- 
tration’s gold devaluation bill in the 
Senate today, Senator Carter Glass 
of Virginia, a former Secretary of 
the Treasury, opposed the “seizure” 
of the Federal Reserve Bank gold 
by the Treasury Department, de- 


where it would increase their abil- 
ity to respond to the requirements 
of business, industry and agricul- 
ture. 

In response to a question by Sen- 
ator King of Utah, the Virginian 
refused to give the Senate his can- 
did opinion of the administration 
bill. 

“I am such a temperate man,” he 
‘said, “that I cannot adequately ex- 
press my opinion of this bill. I 
would rather refrain from giving 
= 

Elaborating his thesis that the 
gold properly belonged to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks, Glass declared 
that no good purpose could be 
served by the Treasury Department 
taking over the monetary gold sip- 
ply of the nation. 

“The Miscalied ‘Profit.’ ” 

“I want the miscalled ‘profit’ 
from devaluation, as well as the 
gold principal, in the hands of the 
Federal Reserve Banks,” he shout- 
ed. “Why, because it would twice 
over again enable the Federal 
Reserve Banks—if we are going 
into this devaluation business— 
more readily and at a lower inter- 
est charge to respond to the re 
quirements of business. 

“Is any of this gold ‘profit’ going 
to be used by the Treasury to start 
its printing presses? It is not 
needed for that purpose. If you 
are going to start a printing press, 
why not just start it by itself? 
What is the use of having any gold 
behind the currency just issued, 
when the currehcy is irredeemable 
in gold, and when, if anyone is 
found with a gold certificate on 
his person, he will be sent to jail?” 

“The Federal Reserve Banks are 
not to be regarded as institutions 
with hoofs and horns,” he contin- 
ued. “I call the attention of the 
Senate to the fact that over the 
period of more than 20 years of 
their existence the discount rate 
in this country has materially been 
reduced, and sometimes the preva- 
lent discount rate was so low as to 
make it absolutely ridiculous. For

SEEKS POWER TO USE . 


MORE IF NECESSARY 


This in Event There Is 
Need to Keep Men in 
Jobs After Time Set for 
Agency’s End.

PY ASHIN GTON, Jan. 24.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt was ready today to 


ask Congress for $850,000,000 to car- 
fy on the Civil Works Administra- 
tion until May and to provide addi- 


tional relief throughout the fall. , 

Out of the $500,000,000 relief fund, 
the President is prepared to. use 
money for continuation of a part 
of the Civil Works Administration 
beyond May 1 if necessary, How- 
ever, he is asking for only the $350,- 
000,000 necessary to continue the 
CWA until May, confident that a 
vast majority of the 4,000,000 work- 
ers now on the Federal payrolls 
will have been absorbed by that 
time by private industry and the 
normal seasonal pick-up on, the 
farms. 

He wants the $500,000,000 relief 
fund flexible enough to be available 
for extended CWA work in the au- 
tumn if it is found to be required. 

Meanwhile, the President and his 
aids looked over numerous com- 
plaints, described as being mostly 
from political sources, about the 
use of CWA funds in various com- 
munities. Several hundred pro- 
tests a day are received at the 
White House and probably as many 
more at CWA headquarters, it was 
said. 

Urges Inquiry in Complaints. 

The complaints were described as 
charging in most instances that lo- 
cal agencies are using funds to build 
up political parties. It was said at 
the White House that the com- 
plaints are about equally divided 
between Democrats and Repub- 
licans. The President has asked 
that the protests be investigated so 
far as possible and he is seeking to 
get the idea abroad that Federal 
funds must be kept out of politics. 

Although foreseeing some possi- 
bility of a congressional attempt to 
increase the $350,000,000 sought for 
the CWA, administration advisers 
believed late intimations from the 
President that this work would 
continue beyond May if there was 
sufficient need might quiet any 
major storm. . 

The emergency budget message, 
in addition to asking for CWA 
continuance through the _ spring 
until mid-April or May 1 requests 
$300,000,000 for a second year of 
the Civilian Conservation Corps, 

The President and Harry lL. 
Hopkins, Civil 
tor, are hoping for absorption of 
most of the 4,000,000 CWA workers 
into private industry by May 1, but 
labor leaders are convinced that if 
all are not taken up then, those re- 
maining will be kept on the pay- 
roll. 

Protests on Curtailment Plans. 

Letters and telegrams from Gov- 
ernors, Mayors, and all classes of 
workers continued to arrive at a 
great rate, protesting against any 
too great curtailment of CWA ac- 
tivities. Drastic retrenchments al- 
ready have been made. 

Gov. Lehman of New York wrote, 
saying reduction in the program 
“might lead to serious social and 
economic consequences.” . 

While the Justice Department in- 
vestigated charges of graft and po- 
litical favoritism in local civil 
works activities, Secretary of Inte- 
rior Ickes, Public Works Adminis- 
trator, was given full power by the 
President to deal With graft cases 
in his province. 

“Where we will have to be on our 
guard,” Ickes said, "is after con- 
struction begins. We'll have to 
watch out for skipping of contracts, 
the putting in of poor material and 
so forth.” 

Seeks Hearing on Expenditures. 

The investigation of graft in the 
civil works agency brought from 
one member of Congress, Represen- 
tative Gifford’ (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts, a demand that Hopkins be 
Summoned before a congressional 
committee to explain the civil 
works expenditures. 

Gifford took to task the Demo- 
cratic chairman of the House Ex- 
penditures Committee, Representa- 
tive Cochran of St. Louis, for fail- 
ing to comply with Gifford’s pre- 
vious request for a congressional 
investigation of the agency. Coch- 
fan replied that he would call a 
meeting of the committee when 
Gifford had material to place be- 
fore it but that “theré is not going 
to be a meeting to let him throw 
mud at the Administration.”

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SAYS REVALUATION

Senator Reed, Pennsylvania, 
Thinks Nation Will Take 10 
Years to Readjust Self to It.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 24.—Con- 
sidering the passage of the admin- 
istration’s monetary bill certain, 
Senator David A. Reed (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, said: “It will take 
at least a decade for the nation to 
readjust itself to the consequences 
of revaluation of the dollar.” 

The measure “is going to affect 
your business and your future more 
than any other single enactment 
since the declaration of war against 
Germany,” he told the Traffic Club 


of Philadelphia last night. 

Calling revaluation equivalent to 
imposition of a capital levy, Sena- 
tor Reed said the Federal Reserve 
Banks would have the right of an 
appeal to the Supreme Court to de- 
terminé just compensation for seiz- 
ure of the gold which they hold. 

He cited increases in the inter- 
national prices of basic commodities 
and continued: “It willbe months 
before we know the market value 
of domestic commodities, but they 
will be next to rise. Then it will be 
discovered by the owners of insur- 
ance policies and savings funds that 
they have been subjected to a tax 
even more severe than the tax on 
incomes. This will be followed by 
pronounced agitation for increased 
wages due to the higher cost of liv- 
ing, and, after a long, long lag, we 
will see the logical readjustment of 
wages. But in the meantime the 
white collar worker wil] suffer in- 
tensely. 

“I am not prophesying, but mere- 
ly speaking from the experience of 
other nations which have gone 
through the same mill.”

Senators speak of a Federal Re- 
sérve Bank as if it were a money 
making institution for sélfish pur- 
posés.

Glass, speaking of devaluation, 
said: “I know the gold dollar has, 
by an invalid and indecent process 
for which no human being can 
find a rational excuse or reasonable 
justification, been devalued abroad, 
and I know it is going to “be de- 
valued at home.” 


On Stabilization Fund. 


Turning his attention to the two 

amendments to the bill which he 
sponsored in committee, Glass said 
that he understood that the Admin- 
istration had no objection to the 
limitation on the time for devalu- 
ation or on the life of the stabiliza- 
tion fund. 
“The other amendment,” he said, 
“relates to the use of the stabiliza- 
tion fund; whether it shal] be ad- 
ministered by the Secretary of 
the Treasury alone and arbitrarily 
or whether it shall be administered 
by a board composed of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, the governor 
of the Federal Reserve Bank, the 
Comptroller of the Curreney and 
two members to be appointed by 
the President by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate. I 
call attention to the fact that the 
British Equalization Fund is ad- 
ministered by a board of three ex- 
perienced persons; three persons 
who are career men, who intimate- 
ly know foreign exchange in all its 
aspects and nobody ever ventured 
to suggest that that board of three 
persons might be called a town 
meeting:

Senator Borah of Idaho was the 
principal speaker in the early stages 
of the débaté, and he failed to ob- 
tain from the committee members 
any positive agsufances that the 
bill would increase the volume of 
currency or raise ¢ommodity 
prices. The spokesman. for the 
Banking and Currency Committee 
was Barkley of Kentucky, who 
sought to show that it would be 
possible to increase the volitime of 
credit under the bill. Borah said 
that the increase of commddity 
prices was essential to the welfare 
of the country. 

Glass answered Barkley by saying 
that the member banks of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System already had 
$900,000,000 excess reserves which 
could be expanded to §$9,000,000,000 
of commercial credit. 

“I want to know specifically 
whether this bill will raise éom- 
modity prices,” Borah demanded of 
Glass. “Certainly not,” the Virgin- 
ian replied. “It will operate liké the 
emergency bill we passéd last 
spring, which gave the speculators 
a chance to run prices up and make 
money. But the prices soon came 
down.” 


“Méss We Are Now In.” 


After Borah, Glass and Barkley 
had quoted the conflicting testi- 
mony of Prof. George F. Warren 
of Cornell, Dr. James Harvey Rog- 
ers of Yale, Owen D. Young of the 
Genéral Electric Co. and Walter W. 
Stewart, formér economic adviser 
to the Federal Reserve Board, 
Chairman Fletcher caused laughter 
on the floor and in the galleries by 
shouting: 

“We can stay here for six months 
if we want to listéh to the testi- 
mony of college professors, econo- 
mists, financiers and bankers. They 
are the onés who brought this coun- 


now in. I don’t put much eredit 
in them. We must form our own 
judgment on thesé questions. 

“The President told us that he 
will raise commodity prices. We 
have also teached the point where 
we must stabilize our currency. 
This bill is a step in that direction. 


Quoting the Experts. 


Glass interrupted the chairman. 
“The greatest exchange expert in 
the world, Walter W. Stewart,” 
Glass declared, “has testified that 
this bill will bring about just the 


reverse of stabilization. He told 
the committee that, if we went! 
ahead with it, it would bring about 
rétaliation and international bkt-/| 
terness.” 

Stewart, a former professor of | 
economics at the University of Mis- | 
souri, has been a director of re! 


search and statistics for the Fed- 
‘eral Reserve Board and an eco- 
nomic adviser to the Bank of En- 
gland. He is now chairman of the 
board of Case, Pomeroy & Co., Néw 
Yétk investment barers. | 
Glass also spoke his mind when 


Barkley quoted the testimony of; 


Prof. Warten, one of the Ptefi- 


dent’s monetary advisers, to the éf-. 


fect that the present. devaluation 
had already increaséd American 
cothmodity prices. The Warren se 
lected list included cotton, cotton- 
seed oil, wheat, copper and other 
products that have a world market. 

“If the professor would go to the 
American farms in the West,” Bo- 
rah obsérved, “he would find that 
these increases Have not been 
brought about by devaluing the 
dollar. Cotton and wheat prices 
have (been raised by Government 
aid, The cotton was plowed under.

around the point as to whether the 
bill was inflationary. Borah quoted 
Warren as saying it would make 
possible a credit inflation of $17,- 
000,000,000. Glass, observed that 
Owen D: Young, whom he described 
as “one of the most enlightened 
statesmen on this earth,” had said 
the possible inflation was between 
$32,000,000,000 and $40,000,000,000. 

“But there might not be inflation 
to the extent of a dollar,” Borah 
asked Barkley. The Kentuckian 
said this might be true. 

“T ean see,” Borah observed 
“how this bill will put more money 
in the banks, but I don’t see how 
it will put more monéy in circula- 
tion.” 


As to the Amendments. 

In opposing the Glass amend- 
ment for a board of five members 
to operate the stabilization fund 
Chairman Fletcher said that the 
fuhd could be operated more effec- 
tively if only one official were re- 
sponsible. He said the amendment 
limiting the life of the stabilization 
fund was not vital. 

“It is,” he said, “not nécessary 
but I have no particular opposition 
to it; it is not harmful one way or 
another.” 

Connally (Dem.), Texas, said 
there was nothing in the bill to 
prevent the issuance of additional 
gold certifitaces. “Yes, but, if any- 
body is caught with them, they can 
be put in jail,” Glass retorted. 

Turning to another point, Glass 
said one of the witnesses before the 
committee had given warning that 
the stabilization fund would lead 
to “friction and _ retaliation” by 
other nations. Barkley challenged 
the Virginian’s quotation, saying 
the witness had predicted those re- 
sults only “if we did what England 
is doing.” 

Considering a “Rider.” 

Meanwhile independents in the 
Senate were considering whether to 
seek to attach a mandatory 
currency expansion “rider” or 
amendment to the bill. Senator 
Borah told newspaper men hé and 
Wheeler and others were discuss- 
ing the possibility of offering such 
an ametidment or of pushing Wheel- 
er’s proposal to buy silver until a 
ratio of 16 to 1 with gold had been 
reachéd. 

Apparently neither the advocates 
nor the opponents of the measure 
have definite strategy for the de- 
bate. The remarks today revealed 
lack of preparation by both sides 
which indicated that the final vote 
probably will not come this week. 

Senator Wheéiér (Dem.), Monh- 
tana, advocate of free coinage of 
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silver, “asserted devaluation would 
not increase prices unless addition- 
al currency were issued.

Wi ‘TON, Jan* 24.—Presi- 
dehit Rbosevélt sent word to Con- 
gressional leaders today that he 
was willing to accept a* time’ limi- 
tation on- certain features of his 
mofietaty legislation, but urged re- 
jéctioti of thé proposal to have a 
board administer the -$2,000,000,000 
stabilization fund. : 

His decision was eet along to 
his lieuténants on Oapitol Hill as 
the Senate began consideration of 
the bili, which ealls for the nation- 
alization of gold. | 

The President’s views were passed 
along to congressional leaders after 
a conference at the White House 
with Senator Robinsth, Demodcfatic 
leader. Robinson, on leaving the 
White House, said the stabilization 
béard plan was “obnoxious and im- 
practical.” 

At the Capitol Robinson said the 
amendment adopted by the Senate 
Banking Committee yesterday to 
limit the opération of the fund and 
thé President’s power to devalue 
the dollar to two years, with pro- 
vision for extending the time to 
three years, would “in all probabil- 
ity bé accepted.” 


Under this amendment the Presi- 
dent could declare the emergency 
period over before two yéars, if he 
desired, and ¢ancel the grant of 
powér, or he could éxtend it for a 
thitd yéar.

Many families, whose 
troubles go beyond simple unem- 
ployment, and who -were helped by 
Government funds last year, must 
be helped by private funds this 
year. 

More Local Responsibility. 

“The Government will not take 
us out of a tight place this year. 
National policy forbids it doing so. 
It is up to us. Local responsibili- 
ties have increased, rather than di- 
minished. Last year the Govern- 
ment spent $7,490,828 for relief in 
St. Louis and the county. With re- 
covery, the Government’s expendi- 
ture may fall off slightly. But our 
part of the job, for the time being, 
will increase with recovery, since 
we shall be responsible for those 
who are too broken in health or 
mind to make good’ on their new 
opportunities. 

“It comes down to this—in last 
year’s campaign we took care of 
our hospitals, institutions and sup- 
plementary services, and some of 
our needy families. This year we 
shall do the same, except that the 
group of needy families for which 
our campaign is responsible, is now 
fixed by Government definition and 
will actually be larger than during 
1933.”

Louisans would derive from the 
plan and whether suburban resi- 
dents would not get the most out 
of it. Pettus declared there would 
be a distinct benefit to the city. 
As part of this he cited the pros- 
pect that much traffic would be di- 
verted to the express highway from 
Chouteau and Easton avenues, 
which are crowded. 

Pettus pointed out that no bene- 
fit or special taxes would be levied 
against property owners for the im- 
provement. The State Highway 
Commission has agreed to pay the 
construction cost, $1,000,000, with 
Federal public works funds. The 
city proposes to buy the right-of-. 
way. between Vandeventer and 
Kingshighway for about $735,000 
with 1923 bond funds and to fur- 
nish a narrow strip of Forest Park, 
adjacent to Oakland avenue, for the 
remainder of the route. . 

Asked what the objections were, 
Gummels said some persons owning 
property needed for the right-of- 
way did not want to give it up, and 
that there was a feeling the high- 
way would benefit suburban resi- 
dents principally. Alderman Lietch- 
en said he had received letters op- 
posing the plan. There are 135 
pieces of property needed, east of 
Kingshighway. <A city agent has, 
obtained options on more than 100 
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of them. The highway would. con+ 
nect with widened Market street on 
the east and Clayton road on the 
west. 

A mass meeting will be held to- 
night at.Rock Springs Turner Hall, 
Boyle and Chouteau avenues, to 
protest against the plan. August 
Beck, 4512 West Papin street, chair- 
man of the welfare society of St. 
Bernard’s Catholic Church, will pre- 
side. Alderman Hoeflinger of the 
Seventeenth Ward, an opponent of 
the highway, will attend. 

Hoeflinger said St. Bernard's 
Church, which is at Hawk avenue 
and Gratiot street, objects to fac- 
ing the depressed roadway of- the 
highway and to the prospective loss 
from the parish of 45 families 
whose homes would be razed. 

The Manchester Business Men’s 
Association opposes the plan for 
fear it would drive 600 residents 
away from the neighborhood when 
houses are torn down, Hoeflinger 
added. There-also are complaints 
that the city would lose $127,000 a 
year in taxes by taking the proper- 
ty from private ownership, he said. 

Harland Bartholomew, engineer 
of the City Plan Commission, told 
the commission last night that in 
his opinion the cost of property for 
the highway would be high, consid- 
ering advantages to be gained. He 
has suggested an alternative route 
from Kingshighway east to Man- 
chester avenue.

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NEW YORK, Jan. 24. — Mrs,, 
Millie Prince, on trial for murder, 
avers that in killing Charles J, 
Wolfert she had the special per-. 
mission of Wolfert himself. : 
“He took a card from his pocket," 
she testified yesterday at her trial,’ 
“and asked me how to spell ‘de- 
serve, I toid him. Then he wrote 
on the card and handed it to me. 
He had written: ‘Millie Prince, yo 
can kill me. I deserve it.’” . 
He was dead a few minutes later. 


‘In his body were 19 stab wounds 


from a knife Mrs. Prince carried 
in her handbag and which her 
husband had bought for her as a 
souvenir of their trip to Miami. 

Mrs. Prince, 31 years old and 
mother of a 10-year-old boy, told-in 
considerable detail of tte conversa- 
tion that led to the slaying @f her 
56-year-old admirer. He had “pur- 
sued” her for five years, she testi- 
fied, with-avowals of love. 

Qn Sept. 6 last, she said, he, con- 
fronted her on the street and com~ 
pelied her to go to a wooded place 
not far away. She obeyed his 
command in the belief that his con- 
cealed right hand gripped a pistol. 

A strange feature of the conver- 
sation that took place just before 
Wolfert’s death was that, despite 
its tragic portent, it was carried on 
(according to Mrs. Prince’s testi- 
mony) most formally. She was 
“Mrs. Prince” and he was “Mr, 
Wolfert.” 

Parts of her testimony were: 

“He said, ‘Mrs. Prince, Till kill 
you,” and I said: ‘Mr. Wolfert, how 
could you be so cruel?’” 

“He grabbed me and kissed me, 
and I said: ‘Get away, you. rat. 
Your kisses are poison.’” 

“He picked up a rock and said; 
‘I could smash your brains out, Mrs. 
Prince, with this rock.’ I said: ‘If 
I had any brains I wouldn’t be 
here.’ ” 

She said Wolfert “grabbed me and 
threw me around, and that he then 
wrote the “permission ._ to kill” 


to put the card away she saw the 
knife and drew it out. 

“That knife won’t stop me,” she 
testified Wolfert said as he grabbed 
her. , 

“I stabbed him with the knife,” 
she added. “I stabbed him again 
and again.” 

Two hours later she walked into 
a police station, tossed the knife on 
the Sergeant’s desk and announced 
she had just killed a man.

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SOLVES 15 HOLDUPS 


Taking $8350 in Robberies | 
in Four States. 


Fifteen holdups since last July, 
in Arkansas, Dlinois. Indiana and 
Ohio, have been admitted by two 
youths arrested early yesterday in 
a hotel at 2840 Olive street, where 
the police also seized five pistols, a 
sawed-off shotgun and the stolen 
automobile in which they had 
come to St. Louis from Little Rock. 

The young men, Clarence Holder,

Cigar and Tobacco Co. at 3528 
South Broadway. They denied 
knowledge of the murders. Police 
were inclined to believe their state- | 
ments after a test by ballistics ex- 
perts of billets fired from a .380 
caliber automatic pistol owned by 
Holder failed to show resemblance 
to the bullets of the same caliber 
with which Mr. and Mrs. Abeln 
were killed. 

Holder was in St. Louis about the 
time of the Abeln murders, the po- 
lice learned, but Burton was in Lit- 
tle Rock. Detective Sergts. Flana- 
gan and Wander were sent to Little 
Rock last night to determine what 
kind of automobile the two used in 
holdups there recently. Flanagan, 
it will be recalled, overtook the 
Chevrolet in which one of the three 
Abeln murderers drove from the 
scene, but the driver sped away and 
escaped as Flanagan and his riding 
partner stopped behind the Chev- 
rolet. 

Holder and Burton told policemen 
that the holdups admitted were 
committed around 9 o’clock in the 
morning, in each instance. The to- 
bacco houses they robbed and the 
amounts they admitted obtaining 
were: Decatur, Ill., $600; Terre 
Haute, Ind., $700; Rockport, IIL, 
$500; South Bend, Ind., $400; Fort 
Wayne, Ind., $900; Columbus, O., 
$1000; Akron, $600; Cincinnati, $800; 
a second warehouse in Columbus, 
$1200, and two warehouses in Little 
Rock, $350 and $400. 

They were also quoted as admit- 
ting the robbery of a Little Rock 
loan company in which they ob- 
tained $100, jewelry and postage 
stamps; an auto finance company 
in Hot Springs, $500; a gasoline 
company in Hot Springs, $300, and 
the holdup of a man and woman in 
Little Rock from whom they took 
the automobile in which they came 
to St. Louis. 


REDUCED TAXICAB SERVICE 
CONTINUES FOR THIRD DAY 


Two More Drivers Arrested for 
Not Carrying Liability Insur- 
ance on Machines, 

St. Louis got along with reduced 
taxicab service today for the third 
day, with little change in the situa- 
tion created by the city’s enforce- 
ment of the ordinance requiring 
cabs to carry liability insurance. 
Two cab drivers were arrested last 
night for violation of the ordinance, 
making a total of 47 arrested since 
enforcement of the law began early 
Monday. 

More than one-third of the 300 
taxis licensed by the city are run- 
ning. Of those running, 46 are cov- 
ered by insurance and the rest are 
protected by an injunction issued 
recently by Circuit Judge Calhoun. 
There have been two groups of 
plaintiffs permitted to intervene in 
this suit this week and come under 
the injunction. Maurice J. Gordon, 
who with Charles F. Mueller ap- 
peared as counsel for the plaintiffs, 
said today no further additions to 
the list of litigants were anticipat- 
ed. Insurance on eight cabs was 
filed yesterday, and on four today. 

The largest cab line, the Ameri- 
can Taxicab Co., with 194 Yellow 
taxis licensed, is not operating. Cir- 
cuit Judge Hamilton last week dis- 
solved a temporary restraining or- 
der protecting it against enforce- 
ment of the ordinance. J. Edward 
Gragg, counsel for the company, 
said no action was contemplated 
pending decision on a motion for a 
new trial.

RULES FOR COMPLAINTS. 


UNDER NRA ADOPTED 


Purpose Is to Speed Action— 


Right of Appeal From 
Code Authorities. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—New 
rules. designed to expedite the 
handling of complaints under NRA 
were promulgated by the Recovery 
Administration yesterday. 

The question of protecting the 
public from excessive price in- 
creases was discussed by President 
Roosevelt yesterday with his re- 
covery council. 

The rules provide three ways for 
expediting action on complaints, 
The manual declares that where 4 
code authority or other industrial 
agency has been authorized to han- 
dle complaints, the party making 
them can insist on an independent 
NRA review in Washington or by 


ithe State Director. 


If the complainant charges the 
code authority with being hostile or 
monopolistically dominated, the 
complaint will not be referred to 
the code authority. 

Whenever a cbdde authority fails 
to satisfy a complainant he has a 
right to demand a personal hearing 
before it, and failing satisfaction to 
appeal. 

Administrator Hugh 8S. Johnson 
told reporters he was having a 
study made of all overlapping be- 
tween codes, a list of code provi- 
sions found desirable, and another 
of provisions that have proved too 
unsatisfactory for continuance. 
These, with surveys of re-employ- 
ment needs and opportunities, will 
form the basis for revision pro- 
gram, 

The separate handling of labor 
complaints through regional T 
national labor boards will continue 
unchanged. 

Instructions were issued to all 
compHance officers that the names 
of Complainants must be treated as 


confidential in order to protect 


both parties involved.

PAINTING IS BY DA VINCI 


Professor Claims to Have Settled 
Dispute Over “La Belle 
Ferronniere.” 

RALEIGH, N.C., Jan. 24.—By 
“filtered” color photography reveal- 
ing unnoticed inscriptions on mas- 
terpieces of painting, Prof. Jehu D. 
Paulson of North Carolina State 
College says he has settled the dis- 
pute whether Leonardo Da Vinci 
painted the famous “La Belle Fer- 
ronniere.” 

It is Da Vinci's work, says Prof, 
Paulson, and is furthermore a por- 
trait of Duchess Isabella D’ Este, 
rie finds the telitale inscriptions on 
a hand rail just under the portrait. 

One is the name “I Gonsaga- 
D’Este,” which Prof. Paulson says 
is the name of Isabelle D’Este, wife 
of the Marquis of Mantua. The 
family names are transposed, he 
says, and is interchanged for the 
more common z in Ganzago. The 
other inscription is “Isa-Bella-Dsa- 
C-S-E-Mant.” This Paulson takes to 
mean: 

“Isabella, Duchess, Consorta Suo

House Committee Reports

House Appropriations Committee 
today recommended $820,603,270 for 
operating the Treasury and Postof- 


‘fice departments during the next 
fiscal year, representing a $403,623,- 
|327 decrease from the current allot- 


ment and a $6,683,830 cut in the 
budget estimates. 

The report, submitted to the 
House, also showed an increase in 
annual public debt service require- 
ments of $185,429,629 in view of the 
increase of the public debt to $23,- 
534,000,000 as of Nov. 30, 1933. 

This brought the total annual 
debt service requirements to $1,- 
350,087,850, including $525,738,850 for 
the sinking fund and $824,349,000 
for interest. 

The Treasury was allotted $149,- 


842.330 for the fiscal year beginning ; 


July 1 and the Postoffice Depart- 
ment $670,850,940. While the public 
debt and other permanent annual 
and indefinite appropriations 
amounting to $1,363,494,000 are re- 
ported in the supply bill, the money 
is withdrawn for payments auto- 
matically and Congress does not 
pass on them. 

In reporting the bill, Chairman 
Arnold (Dem.), Illinois, of the Sub- 
committee in charge, said the group 
was “not inclined to make any in- 
crease in the present rate of ex- 
penditure until all investigations 
and studies of air mail contracts 
and practices have been com- 
pleted.”

MOSCOW, Jan. 24. — Eastern 


Sinkiang Province, on the remote 
western border of China, has de- 
clared its independence and estab- 


lished a new Government at Kash- 
gar, reports reaching here via the 
Tass (Russian) News Agency said 
yesterday. 

The new Government, ruling over 
nomadic tribesmen and farmers in 
one of the most isolated regions of 
Central. Asia, was reported to be 
supported by Hotan Emil, whose 
domain lies close to the borders of 
India. His protege, a merchant 
named Savit Domula, heads the 
new Sinkiang Government. 

The reports said a delegation 
headed by the Assistant Minister 
of War had been sent to Kabul, cap- 
ital of Afghanistan, to negotiate 
for a pact of mutual recognition 
between the two countries. The 
delegation later was planning to go 
to India. 

Savit Domula was said to be in- 
viting Turkish immigrants to pop- 
ulate the country, selecting Turks 
from among anti-Kenalists in India 
and Japan to join Sinkiang mili- 
tary forces. The Government was 
said to have published a slogan, 
Banish the Chinese from Sinkiang.”

[WALLACE SAYS FARM PLANS

Asserts Proposed Compulsory Out- 
put Control Will Fail Without 
People’s Backing.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Wallace said 
last night that compulsory plans for 
farm production control suggested 
in Congress must have strong pub- 
lic opinion behind them if they are 
to be effective. 

“It would be much simpler from 
an administrative standpoint to 
abandon the voluntary method for 
the compulsory approach,” he said 
in a radio speech. “But from the 
standpoint of the future of demo- 
cratic government, I feel that we 
should approach this sort of thing 
very carefully and only after thor- 
ough public cebate. 

“If the people feel that the 
emergency is of such extraordinary 
intensity that they want the cen- 
tralizing power of the Government 
brought in in a compulsory way, 
then I feel that we should give 
most careful consideration to the 
possibility of utilizing Federal pow- 
ers to enforce the sound and eco- 
nomic programs for agriculture 
that are now being offered farmers 
on a voluntary basis.”

Komsomol Yudin was towed 1875 
miles over the Orenburg-Moscow- 
Koktebel route and Pilot Pleskov 
performed a similar feat from Sar- 
atov to Koktobel. 

The year 1933 marks what the 
Bolsheviks regard as the turning- 
year in the development of Soviet 
gliding.

But all this is just a “cry in the-wilder- } 


“mess” as far as concerns us Missourians, | 
who ate still pink-eared and blushing 
over our recent spectacle of legislativd 
degeneracy. It has generally been agreed 
among political observers and students of 
government that the Governor’s proposals 
were not extreme. In fact, some even 
complained that they hardly went far 
enough, in view of the offer of the Fed- 
eral Government relating to public works. 
And if Mr. Monroe would avail himself 
of such data as is contained in reports of 
the Missouri State Survey Commission, 
the reports of the relief committee, the 
_ reports for last year from the office of 
the Superintendent of Schools, etc., the 
above contention would be well borne 
out. 

However, in a time of dire necessity, 
when a Senate composed of 34 men de- 
liberately refuses to act upon measures of 
relief—measures which both the Governor 
and lower house stanchly defend—then 
“firmness” becomes sheer obstinacy of 
the most vicious character. The Legisla- 
ture is the primary source of authority 
in State Government—representative of 
the electorate and trusted by it to do 
its bidding. But when it violates this 
sacred trust—perhaps in favor of a\pow- 
erful utilities’ lobby (which Senator Bales 
refers to as “the little pikers that come 
to Jefferson City”), then representative 
government has fallen flat on its back. 
Certainly the good gentleman does not 
condone such legislative behavior! 

In closing his letter, Mr. Monroe states 
that “unless you want to go in for dic- 
tatorships in State and nation, you had 
best not be too critical of legislative as- 
semblies.” But perhaps the Senator has 
forgotten that it is just such legislative 
incompetence and obstinacy in times of 
severe economic hardships that drive 
governments into dictatorships. 

The good gentleman from Illinois is un- 
doubtedly sincere in all that he says, but 
I would suggest that a better acquaintance 
with Missouri legislative history for the 
last decade might change his viewpoint 
entirely.

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The Federal Government has undertaken the job 
of popularizing electricity. 4 | 

We have plenty of electric power in the United 
States, but we use it sparingly. The reasons were 
told in a paper by David E. YAlienthal, director and 
general counsel] of thé Tennessee Valley Authority,. 
read before the American Academy of Political and 
Social Science, which was reprinted, in part, on this 
page Monday. , 

First, the rates are too high. | 

Second, the cost of electrical appliances is too 
high. | 

The power people say they cannot reduce rates 
at the present consumption. They admit that if con- 
sumption could be expanded they could lower rates 
substantially. A leader of the industry pointed out 
that his most profitable customers are the large con- 
sumers, who pay 1.7 cents per kilowatt hour, as 
against the average rate of 4% cents, and the smal! 
user’s rate-of 8 cents. Consumption is held back by 
the prohibitive cost of electrical appliances. 

The appliance people, taking the floor, say they 
cannot go into volume production while the present 
demand is so limited. So there’s the stalemate. The 
appliance people blame the high cost of power, and » 
the power people blame the high cost of appliances. 
Uncle Sam is going to try to crack this jam. By 
order of the President, a subsidiary of TVA has been 
created, in the form of a Delaware corporation, 
known as EHFA, meaning Electric Home and Farm 
Authority. 

The start is to be made with the manufacturers 
of appliances; who, Mr. Lilienthal says, “have indi- 
cated their willingness to participate in a program 
ef producing certain types of standard quality, low- 
cost appliances.” The seven states of the Tennessee 
Valley are to be the experimental laboratory. With 
the cost of appliances brought within the reach of 
people of small means, a market for power will have 
been so extended as to justify sharp reductions in 
rates. The plan seems logical. Indeed, it is precise- 
ly the kind of business procedure which individual 
initiative would traditionally inaugurate. Unfortu- 
nately, individual initiative just has not done its 
stuff. The initiative in this instance has been sup- 
plied by governmental suggestion. 

But what about the price of electric power? Are 
present rates reasonable? Is the Power Trust tell- 
ing the truth about the cost of producing and dis- 
tributing current and charging its limited use to the 
high cost of appliances? 

Perhaps that question cannot be answered posi- 
tively now. It will be answered presently. The an- 
swer might have been known long ago, if the Norris 
plan for operating Muscle Shoals had not been held 
up through the three post-war administrations of 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. 

Meantime, a situation has developed in New York 
which is at least enlightening. Action was begun 
last May by the Public Service Commission of that 
State against the seven electric companies of the 
Consolidated Gas System for a 6 per cent reduction 
in rates, which would have amounted to less than 
$9,000,000 for one year only. True to form, the com- 
panies have fought and delayed the reduction by the 
customary devices of litigation. 

Now, according to the New York Evening Post, 
those seven electric companies have built up $200,- 
000,000 in surplus and reserves. They have also, the 
Post says, paid “greater dividends in the depression 
years of 1930, 1931 and 1932 than in any previous 
three-year period in their history. “Their surpluses 
were so huge,” continues the Post, “that they ran 
all the way from 10.32 per cent of fixed capital in 
the case of Westchester Lighting to 40.86 per cent 
in the,case of New York & Queens Electric.” 

But, someone will ask, are not the earnings of pub- 
lic utilities regulated by law and a maximum estab- 
lished for the specific purpose of preventing the 
swollen profits of extortionate rates? That is the 
theory of regulation, but regulation, as the Post-Dis- 
patch has been saying for years, has broken down. 
And what with holding companies to drain away 
profits and cryptic accountancy to conceal profits 
with such mythical items, say, as “going value,” and 
the inability of state commissions to cope with such 
Titans, the public goes on paying excessive rates, and 
@ great natural resource which ought to be perform- 
ing a gigantic economic and social service has been 
defrauded by short-sighted greed of its proper de- 
velopment. 

But we are moving on to the real age of electricity 
by way of the Tennessee Valley and an administra- 
tion that is thinking in terms of today and tomorrow.

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THE TAXICAB INSURANCE MUDDLE. 

The city’s decision to enforce the ordinance re- 
quiring taxicabs to carry liability, insurance has had 
some curious effects. About one-third of the city’s 
cabs are running. Some of these have met the terms 

the ordinance. Others, still uninsured, are pro- 
tected by an injunction issued by Judge Calhoun. A 
temporary restraining order, issued by Judge Ham- 
ilton, protecting Yellow cab drivers from arrest, was 
dissolved last week and many arrests were made. 

The public may well be mystified by these court 
actions and what constitutes at the present time law- 
ful as against unlawful operation of cabs. The mys- 
tery deepens when William J. Brown, president of 
the American Taxicab Co. which runs the Yellow 
cabs, Claims that the terms of the ordinance make 
it impossible for him to get insurance from reliable 
and responsible companies. 

If Mr. Brown is correct, either the ordinance should 
be changed or the insurance companies are being 
oOver-conservative. Mr, Brown asserts that there is 
not a single unpaid or pending judgment against his 
company and that there are only a few open claims 
and four lawsuits against it. Why is his company, 
then, not a good risk? As to the cabs which have 
succeeded in obtaining insurance, what has been 
their experience? Were they able to induce respon- 
sible companies to protect them? If so, why cannot 
the American Taxicab Co. do likewise?

There is another way in which Congress can deal 
lobbying a very decisive blow. That is to deny for- 
mer members the privilege of the floor. 

Most of the more powerful lobbyists at Washington 
are former members of the House or Senate. Some 
of them are former members of both. - They enjoy 
a peculiar advantage, and they are well paid for it. 
At the time the Walsh resolution to investigate the 
public utilities was before the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce; the chief antagonist of the 
resolution was former Senator Lenroot. He had been 
one of the strongest.men in the Senaté, perhaps its 
ablest parliamentarian. His mere appearance in a 
committee room carried enormous prestige. He was 
said to have received $20,000 for this service. 

In the office buildings at Washington, many of 
them maintained in expensive suites, are scores of 
the former members of Congress now living as lob- 
byists. Some of them represent one client, others a 
dozen. At such a time as this, when the Government 
is invading new fields, the importunities of lobbyists 
are multiplied. It has become a serious national prob- 
lem. The more adroit lobbyists are far more puissant 
than most members of Congress. They are veterans 
in the cockpit of legislation, men capable of making 
any cause assume the shining armor of virtue. It is 
said of Zeno and his sophists that theirs was the art 
of making the better cause appear the worst.

If Mr. Mellon and his Aluminum Trust have tears 
to shed, let them prepare to shed those tears now. 
In the State of Utah, besides Mormons and sugar 
beets, are vast stores of a pinkish mineral known 
as alunite. Alunite is rich in aluminum oxide, the 
base of commercial aluminum; it also contains pot- 
ash, useful alike for fertilizer and high explosives. 
According to Richard H. Tingley, writing in the 
American Mercury, Utah is asking Mr. Roosevelt to 
devote the power plants at Muscle Shoals to the 
treatment of alunite. 

Aluminum is now produced from bauxite, much of 
which must be imported. Mr. Tingley says it can 
be produced more cheaply from alunite; likewise, 
that it would be less expensive to extract potash from 
alunite than to import it from Germany. When 
treating alunite for aluminum oxide, potash’ comes 
out as a by-product at practically no extra cost, and 
vice versa. Besides, alunite contains gold and silver. 
And, once again, if alunite were on hand at Muscle 
Shoals, that great plant could be transformed in a 
few hours to its original purpose, the making of ex- 
plosives. / 

Of course, Mr. Mellon knows about Utah's alunite; 
but up to the present his Aluminum Trust has been 
successful in throttling alunite competition, just as 
it has been successful in evading the anti-trust laws.

JAPAN ALSO RISES. 
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China’s Wandering Sons Return 


Thousands of Chinese, who once made a living abroad as laborers, merchants, cafe 
owners and laundry men, now are forced by depression to return home, compli- 
cating their country’s employment problem; formerly, they came back with wealth, 
but present groups are poor; Government seeks to find work for these able citizens.

LTHOUGH unemployment has never 
A vee so important a problem in China as 

in the United States and Européan coun- 
tries, the Chinese Government today is fac- 
ing a serious situation—in addition to the 
civil wars, the Japanese aggression and the 
floods—created by the return of thousands 
of jobless “Chinese Overseas,” who have 
been forced to come back to this country in 
the last year or two, as a result of the 
world-wide depression. 


No accurate figures have been obtained / 
as to the numbers that have already re 
t 


turned, but it is estimated by Governme 
officials that approximately 40,000 have come 
back from the four corners of the world/in 
the last two years. Between 5000 an 
Chinese merchants, waiters, laurnd 
and farmers have returned to China 
the United States since the Wall 


men 
rom 


20,000 of this number, who are small shop 
keepers, farmers and unskilled laborers, 
have been forced to leave, owing to the new 
discriminatory business regulations adopted 
by the Mexican authorities. During the last 
12 months, 27 shiploads of Chinese Overseas 
from Mexico have arrived in China. 

In Norway, new business regulations have 
made it impossible for the handful of Chi- 
nese merchants to compete with the Nor- 
wegians. Most of the Chinese have been 
forced to give up their business and return 
home. Each steamer coming from the Fed- 
erated Malay States, French Indo-China, 
Siam, Burma and the Philippine Islands 
brings back thousands of jobless Chinese 
laborers. 

The term, “Chinese Overseas,” is synony- 
mous with wealth, for many of these Chinese 
have gone abroad and brought fortunes back 
with them. Most of these Overseas, particu- 
larly those from the United States, have been 
away for 20 or 30 years, some even 40 or 50. 
They are mostly from the villages, a hard- 
working and honest group, hoping to go 
abroad to make a fortune when they are 
young and to return and retire when they 
are old. Not a few have crossed the Pacific 
several times to hold their sacred reunions 
with their families. In many cases, a laun- 
dry man returns home to get a bride for his 
son or a husband for his daughter, and to 
distribute some of his money to poorer rela- 
tives. But each time he does not remain 
home long. A year or so later finds him 
back in the “Golden Mountain” (United 
States) seeking further wealth.

But the depression has made it impossible 
for the Chinese to seek their fortunes any- 
where. The two leading Chinese “indus- 
tries” in America—laundries and chop suey 
restaurants—have felt the pinth of hard 
times. Like many Americans, these restau- 
rant owners, waiters, cooks and laundry men 
have waited patiently for that long-promised 
“prosperity around the corner” to come back. 
But continued business failures and: unem- 
ployment have made it impossible for them 
to wait longer. Those who have returned 
to China this time have come back to stay. 

It is true that many of these Overseas 
have some savings from their long years of 
hard labor abroad. However, this money

Thus, the former one-way current of the 
Overseas going abroad is now being turned 
back China-ward, Most of these Chinese 
workers would prefer staying in China to 
going abroad—provided they can find. work 
—because of the race discriminations in the 
different countries and because they are 
away from their families for so many years. 

These Overseas are “China’s most patriotic 
citizens.” They have given much to help 
build a new and better China, Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen, “father of the Chinese Republic,” 
admitted that, had it not been for the finan- 
cial support of the Overseas, the revolution 
of 1911 would not have succeeded. All 
through the period of the Japanese invasion 
of Manchuria and the bombardment of 
Shanghai, the Overseas contributed millions 
of dollars to defend their country. In flood 
and famine relief work, in village improve- 
ments and other constructive projects, in 
their own villages and in the country, they 
have given liberally. : 

But few if any of the returned Overseas 
hope to make a living in China. Stil] fewer 
are those who return to invest their savings 
in industrial, agricultural or commercial] en- 
terprises, because of unsettled conditions, 
Communism, banditry, civil war and lack of 
security. Previously, those returning have 
been old men with savings, but now they 
are young men with little funds.

SOMEWHAT OUTMODED

T is somewhat difficult for a 
| present day audience to accept 
the thesis of “The Servant 
In the House,” the nineteenth cen- 
tury morality play which Walter 
Hampden brought to the American 
last night as the second play of his 
week’s repertoire. That the play 
was first produced in 1908 is ir- 
relevant since it is written wholly 
in terms of the last century. 
“The Servant In the House” is 


ingeniously constructed and one 


ity it enjoyed when it was first 
produced, but salvation by sweet- 
ness and light seems, in this skep- 
tical age, a bit improbable, particu- 
larly when it is offered as the solu- 
tion of all social and economic ills. 


The characters are scarcely char- 

acters but, as in a medieval moral- 
ity play, symbols of nineteenth cen- 
tury virtues and vices; the grasp- 
ing and avaricious bishop; the 
s¢holarly vicar turned aside from 
the pursuit of God by his scheming 
wife; the brother whom the vicar 
has wronged, a day laborer cher- 
ishing bitter class hatred, The man 
who works a miraculous change in 
their lives is Manson, the butler, a 
Christ-like figure who proves just 
before the final curtain to be the 
vicar’s third brother, a bishop, too, 
but a bishop filled with simple good- 
ness and piety. " 
The part of Manson is, of course, 
taken by Mr. Hampden, who plays 
it with a quiet dignity and sincer- 
ity, going a long way toward mak- 
ing the figure of Manson seem 
credible. But nevertheless there 
were times when one felt that it 
would be only annoying to have a 
butler about the house who dressed 
like Rabindranath Tagore and as- 
sumed the air of a wounded water 
spaniel when asked to pass round 
the cocktails. 

It is hard to believe that even 
the nineteenth century accepted 
“The Servant in the House” as a 
solution to what was called the 
“class question.” Robert, the la- 
borer brother, whose chief job is 
that of cleaning sewers, talks vio- 
lently, before he has come under 
the benign influence of Manson, of 
the hatred he bears the rich, “the 
upper classes.” However, Manson 
in a very brief time converts him 
to brotherly love and he announces 
in the last act that he wants only 
to be a better sewer cleaner, in the 
service of God and his fellow man. 
Conditioned by the flow of real- 
ism and the rise of a proletarian 
literature in the past 10 years, a 
present day audience can scarcely 
find this anything but quaint. And 
to answer that these were intended 
merely as type symbols is no an- 
swer, for plainly they were typical 
of nothing but the pious hopes of 
the period. 

There is a wry kind of signifi- 
cance in the fact that for all of 
Manson’s benignity, the corrupt and 
worldly bishop leaves the scene of 
brotherly reunion in full possession 
of all his ill-gotten gains and with 
the firm resolve to get more where 
they came from. Under the terms 
of nineteenth century life, the 
brotherly lovers would have reveled 
only a short time so long as the 
wicked bishop held the funds of 
the diocese. 

But possibly this is to consider 
the play more seriously than it 
should be considered. It was worth 
while to revive it, if only as a 
museum piece that illustrates clear- 
ly the great shift in ideas which 
has taken place in a generation. 
Aside from that of Mr. Hampden 
himself, Edwin Cushman gave the 
best performance of the evening 
in the role of the worldly Bishop of 
Lancashire.

Matsuyama Captures National 


Three-Cushion Title, Beating 
DeOro in Final Match, 50-31 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 24.—Kinrey Matsuyama, Japanese bil- 
liards ace from New York, won the national three-cushion champion- 
ship in the last scheduled match of the professional tournament, but 
a play-off today is necessary to decide the runner-up. 


Winners of first and second 
places qualify for the world’s title 


play in New York next month. 
Charles McCourt of Cleveland 
and Len Kenney of Chicago com- 
pete for the opportunity. Each won 
five matches and lost two during 
the round robin play, as compared 
with Matsuyama’s six victories and 
one defeat. 

The new champion clinched his 
title last night by a brilliant game 
in which he prevented a  four- 
cornered tied for first by beating 
Alfredo de Oro, 71-year-old Cuban 
and a fellow New Yorker. Matsu- 
yama won 50 to 31 in 42 innings. 
Jap Gains an Early Lead. 
tsuyama got away to an early 
lead, making 10 billiards in the 
first five innings. De Oro made 
none. The Cuban, however, cut 
Matsuyama’s lead down to three by 
the end of the next 15 innings, the 
score standing 23 to 20, De Oro hav- 
ing scored four runs of three, three 
singles and a five. 

Matsuyama came back strong in 
his half of the twenty-fourth with 
high run of seven and a single bil- 
liard two innings later to lead, 31 to 
23, in the thirtieth frame. 

From then on it was easily Mat- 
suyama’s game. He scored 19 
points in the next 12 innings, while 
the best De Oro could produce was 
a total of eight, including a run of 
four in his last trip to the table. 

Matsuyama received $460 as first 
prize and a diamond medal em- 
blematic of the championship, do- 
nated by the National Billiard As-

H. J. Anslinger, Commission- 
er of the Bureau of Narcotics, 
declared the Government could 
not place a veterinarian at the 
various tracks to examine race 
horses. He said he was con- 
sulting with Treasury Depart- 
ment legal experts preparatory 
to drafting possible legislation 
to give the Government more 
power in this matter. 

“We ran into a serious situa- 
tion, last year, on the race 
tracks,” Aslinger asserted. “We 
found in making just a cursory 
investigation—one man observ- 
ing 1200 horses—that as many 
as 300 had been doctored just 
before being raced.”

MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 24.—Perma- 
nent disbarment of Harry Cooper, 
racehorse owner and trainer, and 
his stable, from all tracks in the 
State, and cancellation of his li- 
cense as a trainer, was ordered yes- 
terday by the Florida Racing Com- 
mission. 

The action followed Cooper’s ar- 
rest on charges growing out of the 
finding in his home by Federal and 
State authorities of a quantity of 
narcotics, needles and alleged for- 
mulas for “doping” uorses. 

Cooper, who lives in suburban 
Hialeah, was held on $5000 bond 
pending preliminary hearing be- 
fore a Peace Justice, set for today. 
Later, he is to be given a hear- 
ing before a United States Commis- 
sioner on a charge of possessing 
narcotics,

N an effort to offer new bait 

to customers, General Manager 
Joe Murphy this year has de 
creed an open betting ring which, 
with the mutuels, will afford the 
customers a choice of speculative 
methods. 

This may have a favorable ef- 
fect. Many of those who know 
their race horses prefer to bet 
against a bookmaker rather than 
invest. in mutuel tickets. 

The bookmaker brings a bank- 
roll with him, for one reason, 
whereas the mutuel bettors are 
merely betting against their own 
money, with a percentage taken 
out. Also, when a bookmaker 
lays a price, you are paid the fig- 
ure at which you buy, in case 
your horse wins. But if you buy 
in the mutuels at 6 to 1, you very 
likely will be paid off at 2 tol, 
or less. 

In other words, there is no 
chance to go shopping for odds in 
the mutuels, as there is in the bet- 
ting ring. 


HE bank roll of the bookies is 
the big feature, However. If 20 


books cut in each will have a 


minimum bank roll of $5000 at 
least. That means there is $100- 
000 more money to be won un- 
der bookmaking conditions than — 
there is under pari-mutuel bet- 


New Orleans during the Jefferson 
Park meet; so that, under book- 
ing conditions, the public’s bank 
roll is matched by the bookies.’

HE trouble with the situa- 

tion is that Caliente also has 
the same idea and its betting 
ring is getting a big play. Inci- 
dentally, it may prove to be the 
factor that will keep the famous 
Lower California course from 
closing up, when and if Califor- 
nia regains the winter racing 
prestige it enjoyed before the re- 
form days. 

Murphy is one of the cagiest 
turfmen in the country. When 
he and his associates took over 
Fair Grounds last year it was @ 
surprise. Many believed that 
New Orleans’ sun was setting, in 
racing affairs. 

But with one exception, Mur- 
phy has made good in a promo- 
tion sense wherever he has tried 
his hand—Detroit, Chicago and 
California. His one failure was 
in Missouri, where for 20 years 
he tried to re-establish the game 
both on a legitimate and on a 
bootleg basis, without success. 

It is reasonable to suppose, 
however, that with four winter 
racing centers instead of two 
dividing the available patronage, 
not even a Murphy can keep New 
Orleans in the forefront, especial- 
ly when Florida and California 
toss in their incomparable cll- 
mate offerings.

Concluding Observations 
on the Three Bid and 
Its Uses 


N THE last few articles dealing 

with the advanced treatment of 

the king-showing feature, I as- 
sumed in the examples given that 
the responder had no aces, so that 
his first response 
was three no 
trumps, permit- 
ting a king probe 
at the four level. 
Should he have 
an ace to show 
and so get the 
bidding a round 
higher right 
away, the same 
principles apply. 
The responsibil- 
ity is on the 
opening bidder; 
he must not 
probe at too high 
a level, so that the hand will reach 
an unsafe contract in case respond- 
er denies the card called for. For 
instance, if the bidding has been 
three hearts, four diamonds by you, 
five clubs. Now opener is_ telling 
you that the hand is safe at five 
hearts—either because your dia~ 
mond ace eliminates a loser from 
his hand or because he had only 
two losers to start with. Now: 

First. If you bid five spades you 
show both the called-for king of 
clubs and also the king of spades. 
He can still cal] for the king of 
diamonds if he cares to without 
driving you beyond six hearts, 
which is now known to be safe as 
responder has been told that he 
eliminates two losers, one by each 
response he has mdde. 

Second. If you bid five diamonds 
you deny the king of clubs and 
still permit him to probe for the 
king of spades if the king of dia- 
monds which you now show can 
substitute for the called-for king of 
clubs as the eliminator of a loser. 

Third. If you bid six clubs you 
show the alled-for king of clubs 
in addition to the ace of that suit 
already shown. You have now 
eliminated two losers. You have 
denied the possession of the king 
of spades, as with both black kings 
your bid would be five spades. If 
the king of diamonds will give him 
a@ grand siam he can still probe 
for it by bidding six diamonds; 
your denial will be six hearts, a 
bid which is safe because you have 
eliminated two losers with your two 
high clubs. The ace permitted him 
to drive the bidding to the five-level 
in asking about the king. The af- 
firmative reply about the king per- 
mits the bidding to reach six. Defi- 
nitely, neither of your high clubs 
constitutes a duplication. Opener 
must, now know for sure whether 
he Zan make six or seven, A first- 

nd ruff is the only way a grand 
Slam need fear defeat if he gets 
the information which permits him 
to bid it—or else an unexpected 
loser in trumps against 10 x x x x. 
These are about the only risks— 
slight enough, goodness knows—! 
which remain to give the opponents 
a chance of a break after an open- 
ing Sims three bid. THE FACT 
THAT YOU HAVE SHOWN AN 
ACE has no effect on your subse- 
quent showing or denial of the king 
of that same suit; proceed just as 
if the ace were a “forgotten card.” 
The factor involved by the bidding 
being thus a round higher need 
not cause any trouble, as explained 
above. 


If Opener Probes for a Higher 
King Before a Lower One. 


In the examples we have used I 
have assumed that opener always 
probed for the lowest ranking king 
which he can use. Generally he 
will do so because, as we have seen, 
this makes the subsequent develop- 
ment far easier to handle by both 
partners. However, on rare occa 
sions he may probe first for a high- 
er ranking king and then for a 
lower one. If so, answer his ques- 
tions directly. Do not assume that 
he has made a slip of mind or 
tongue. Trust him to have a good 
reason and to be able to take care 
of all resulting bids you may be 
compelled to make at whatever ley- 
el may be necessary, whether in af- 
firmation or in denial of the kings 
he calls for. 

He is inverting the usual pro- 
cedure because he can probe for 
the higher king at a lower level; 
only if you supply it can he afford 
to probe for the lower king. This 
will happen only if you have shown 
an ace which is useless to him. For 
instance, p 

Sp. AKQJxxxx. Di.—. Hts. Axx. Cl. Ax. 
Three spades, four diamonds. The 
hand is still not safe beyond four 
spades; so he must probe in hearts 
because if you lack that king you 


Can still sign off safely at four 


spades. If you have it, it removes 
two losers as it also serves to bring 
your ace of diamonds into play, 
and over your five hearts he can 
now afford to probe for the grand 
slam by bidding six clubs, per- 
mitting your sign-off at six spades 
if there is still a loser. Had he 
held A Qx in hearts, once you 
show that king he bids seven 
spades as it removes three losers. 
Had he held A Q x and AQ he 
could afford to probe for clubs 
first and locate both kings be- 
cause any opening lead except a 
trump will make the hand safe at 
five spades. A good risk, I think.

The only thing that sets these 
rooms apart at all from the others, 
is the fact that they have been 
placed at the end of the row and 
that a small screen has been set up 
on the balcony, which runs the 
length of the building, to give a 
slight degree of privacy.

It would be hard to conceive of 
rooms more simply decorated than 
those which comprise this suite. 
And yet in the selection of the few

Sweden. Also, she very evidently 
has a predilection for gray and red 
for those are the only two colors 
which make their appearance.

The Dietetic Treatment 
of Urinary Infections 


One of the earliest theories of. 
fered to explain man’s recovery 
from infectious diseases was the 
exhaustion hypothesis of Pastey; 

He maintained that the germs of 
the infectious disease disappeareg 
when in the recovered patient the 
food on which they thrived became 
exhausted. 

This simple explanation was soon 
disproved, for germs are not like 
cattle which, having exhausted a 
grazing ground, move to new fields. 

However, recent § experimenta 
work in the treatment of certain 
diseases shows that it is possible 
to overcome bacterial infections by 
rendéring the atmosphere in which 
they live injurious to their develop- 
ment. 

Such a demonstration is seen in 
the dietetic treatment of infections 
of the bladder and urinary tract. 
The diet so employed is called 
ketogenic. The name is derived 
from certain types of acids which 
the diet produces in the body. 

It was observed some time ago 
that a diet rich in fats and poor 
in starches produces within the hu- 
man body a group of so-called fatty 
acids. These fatty acids are called 
ketones or ketonic bodies. 

It was shown independently that 
such germs as the colon bacilli mul- 
tiply rapidly in normal urine but 
are quickly destroyed when the 
urine contains ketone bodies. 

Putting two and two together, 
scientists set themselves to the de- 
liberate task of producing in those 
suffering from bacterial infections 
of the urinary tract, disturbances 
in metabolism which give rise to 
ketone bodies. 

This they achieved by feeding the 
sufferers on diets which are rela- 
tively rich in fats but poor in 
bread, sugar and flour containing 
foods. 

Reports on the results of this 
method of treatment have been en- 
couraging. It should be observed, 
however, that the treatment is ef- 
fective only in the infections which 
are caused by colon bacilli and a 
few other bacteria which are 
found in the colon.

There always have been and al- 
ways will be people who work for 
fnarks and people who. work be- 
cause they like to do a thing and 
do it well no matter how hard it 
may be. And whatever the reward 
is called people react to it as they 
always have. 

The point of attack throughout 
should be the attitude of mind of 
parents, teachers and pupils: When 
they are very small, children need 
the stimulus of reward for good 
work. It may take the form of a 
word of praise,-of a prize, or of a 
good mark, but, however immate- 
rial, some expression of apprecia- 
tion is necessary. 

In time it is possible to give a 
child the ambition to do good work 
for the invisible prize of his own 
satisfaction. 

If he has done his best and feels 
it in his heart of hearts, then 
marks and units and rewards lose 
their importance. 

They become nothing but a kind 
of foot rule which helps in judging 
the distance one has gone and has 
still “to go, or a.compass, to point 
which direction one should go in. 
They should be a test of accom~ 
plishment, not of ability. 

Some kind of standard is, neces- 
sary to grade children. Inevitably 
it becomes a goad to the lazy child, 
and a goal to the one en oe 
wards,

HE question, “Is there a crisis 
Tx family life?” is of profound 

interest to those who see in the 
family an institution worth preserv- 
ing. The family is in the process 
of change, but, since the family has 
always been affected by social con- 
ditions, there should be nothing 
alarming in the fact that change 
in family relationships occur at the 
present time. There is this differ- 
ence, however, between the present 
and the past: at no previous time 
in history has there been such fra- 
‘pidity of change. Whether this is 
bringing about a crisis that seri- 
ously affects the future of family 
life is the crux of the question that 
confronts us. 


Many who are frightened at the 
thought that so sacred an institu- 
tion as marriage should be threat- 
ened in any way cry out for the 
preservation of the old order; oth- 
ers again who hold no brief for 


4 “the good old days” would hasten 


the process of change. They want 
to see the family make a better 
adjustment to the conditions 
brought about by the industrial 
revolution. 

What evidences are there that 
the future of the family is dark and 
threatening, and what rays of light 
can bring comfort to those of us 
who want to believe that a better 
type of family will emerge from 
the present rather chaotic and con- 
fusing condition in which the fam- 
ily now find itself? Will the Amer- 
ican family be able to put its house 
in order, or must we have a cen- 
tral government controlling our 
personal lives to the extent now 
being done in Russia, Germany and 
Italy? 

Let us view the family historical- 
ly for a few minutes in order to 
better understand the roots from 
which our family life has sprung. 
The early Puritans brought with 
them to this country definite con- 
ceptions of family life which they 
rigidly enforced. These concep- 
tions were based on the old pa- 
triarchal idea of the autocracy of 
the father whose will dominated 
the home, and an idea of sex that 
grew up in the Christian church. 
Sex was a factor to be reckoned 
with and necessary for producing 
children especially to serve God, 
but continence was the ideal state 
and any illusions to sex were inde- 
cent. It is only in very recent times 
that we are freeing ourselves from 
the puritanical notion and perhaps 
in so doing we have leaned over 
backwards and become too sex con- 
scious. 

The puritanical conception o 
family life naturally broke down as 
more and more people sought the 
‘wide open spaces and the frontier 
was pushed farther and farther 
West. There slowly emerged more 
democratic relations within the 
family itself. The industrial revo- 
lution which destroyed the family 
as an economic unit strengthenci 
the idea of democracy especially 
when women along with men la- 
bored outside of the home. In a 
democracy the es demands 
the right of free choice in the se- 
lection of a mate, and thus there 
grew up a romantic attitude toward 
the marriage relationship.

HE trouble lies in the fact that 
T tne old social patterns do not 

work and no new.ones have yet 


been evolved. Because of this con- 
dition we see bizarre practices ad- 
vocated that place their emphasis 
on sex rather than on more endur- 
ing qualities. We have trial mar- 
riage, and free love, and extra-mari- 
tal relationships, and almast daily 
we read of marriages contracted 
one week and annulled the next, 
and speedy divorce seems to be the 
way out of all difficulties, big and 
little. The old social controls of 
conduct have weakened: the 
church, family traditions, etc. 


The effect of all of this experi- 
mentation is to give increasing in- 


stability to the family. Some recent. 


statistics in St. Louis show that 
there were 5109 marriages last year 
and 1819 marriages were broken by 
divorce. The 1819 by no means ac- 
counts for all of those families dis- 
rupted in spirit who did not seek 
the severance of their bonds in the 
law courts, nor those disrupted by 
desertion which is known as “the 
poor man’s divorce.” Alarming as 
these figures are, they actually 
show a decline of 48 per cent from 
1928, which may mean that for vari- 
ous reasons the “dépression” has 
been good for family life. At any 
rate the prosperity of 1928 shows 
that the economic factor is not the 
most important factor in the break-

Perhaps in the 
last analysis the crisis in family 
life is really a crisis in character. 
To face life and its problems we 
need to find new values and 
strengthen the old ones, courage tuo 
face difficulties, greater personal 
integrity, tolerance, and so on. 


The greatest sufferer in the dis- 
organized family is the child.: Child 
Guidance Clinics have accumulated 
most convincing evidence of the 
effect of unhappiness in home rela- 
tionships upon the growing child, 
especially those of sensitive disposi- 
tions. When there is serious ten- 
sion between the parents, they are 
apt to overlook the fundamental 
need of the child for a feeling of 
emotional security. Emotional se- 
curity means that the child not only 
feels that he is loved and wanted 
by both parents but he also feels 
secure in the affectional bond be- 
tween the parents. Constant do- 
mestic discord reacts against this 
feeling of security, and in some 
cases the child sets up anti-social 
compensations as the records. in 
our juvenile courts will show. Often 
the causes of a mental breakdown 
in maturity can be traced back to 
the adult’s early childhood experi- 
ences. Because of this we have the 
Mental Hygiene Movement placing 
its emphasis on the early years of 
the child as the period in which fu- 
ture mental breakdowns can be 
prevented if there exists healthy 
family relationships. A speaker at 
a recent meeting of the Missouri 
Society for Mental Hygiene pointed 
out that in some states the rate of 
increase of mental disease was 
greater than the rate of increase 
in the number of births. Consider- 
ing the cost of taking care of the 
mentally diseased, if for no other 
reason, the situation must be ac- 
cepted as sefious and something 
must be done about it. 


OW just what can be done about 
Ne and is the future as dark as 

the foregoing would lead one to 
think? Along with factors pointing 
.}|to family disintegration are move- 
ments at the present time working 
for family integration. We have the 


Mental Hygiene movement, men- 
tioned before,. that places its 
emphasis on the prevéntion of men- 


Hygiene Moyement that places its 
emphasis on sex education and the 
prevention of venereal disease; we 
have. the Parent Education: Move- 
ment that is interested in every- 
thing that concerns the, child, phys- 
ically, mentally, emotionally, social- 
ly and morally; and We have the 
churches that would stem the tide 
of growing intolerance and are 
eager to find new values applicable 
to present social conditions. In the 
course of time, let us hope that the 
time is not far distant, all of this 
education will strongly influerite

Let us also hope 
that social planning on the part of 
our government will, by giving eco- 
nomic security to all, eliminate the 
fear of unemployment and depend- 
ency in old age. 

The crisis in family life can only 
be averted by facing the facts as 
they actually exist. Human nature 
is capable of adjusting itself to all 
sorts of conditions in a remarkable 
way. Given the necessary enlight- 
enment and the determination to 
make things better, the younger 
generation will, I believe, create a 
family life in which the individual 
will find greate- sources of happi- 
ness than ever before because he 
will be conscious that his happi- 
nes is closely bound up with the 
happiness and welfare of the family 
group, and when once he is con- 
scious of that goal it will be but a 
step for him to realize that the good 
of the family is closely tied up with 
the good of society as a whole.
